The 
jEndianapolis Xews makes the well-taken point that in ac- 
cepting public office no man ceases to be a citizen. His 
Duties and his responsibilities as a plain citizen are in no 
(wise abrogated by his investiture in official place. In- 
ideed, they are vastly increased, because, as a public serv- 
.jant he is employed to do definite work of this character 
and because his official oath has supplemented the respon- 
sibility already his as a private citizen. There are doubt- 
less circumstances under which the citizen should not 
fjhesitate to file an affidavit against law violators. The 
i,;cause for complaint is that too frequently public officials 
charged with enforcement of law resoi~t to a cheap sort of 
fcubterfuge to evade a plain, though unpleasant duty.

on a summer day. cither for the. chance 
caller or when "his mother" comes to 
call, ia Hurcly a dainty accomplishment 
for the June bride "who in probnbly now 
nettled In a cozy flat or home of her 
own. 


There are a number of tine drinks 


that can be made that arc cooling and 
healthful. 


I do not advise tho combining of alco- 


hol with any other ingredients in making 
a drink, for I consider alcohol the rank- 
est poison, and never use a bit of it on 
my table or in my home. 


For a few weeks, however, cool drinks 


will be much better on your table than 
hot ones. Of course, when the family in- 
sists upon hot colfei; for breaklast you 
can give it to them, but for all the other 
meals during summer serve cold instead 
of hot drinks. 


Milk Shake. 


The above is an especially nourishing 


drink. Take one teaspoon of powdered 
sugar and one egg. Heat to a 
light, 


foamy froth. 
If you have a shaker put. 


in a lump of ice the size of an e);).'. 
If no 


shaker, an egg beater will do 113 well. 
Add one tumbler of rich milk with a 
pinch of suit and any desired flavoring. 
Shako steadily until it looks like light 
cream. Turn into glnssca and serve with 
straws. 
A little nutmeg or cinnamon 


grated over the top gives it an uppcti/ui" 
look. 


Iced Coffee. 


Drain any oolfee left from breakfast. 


Set in box to cool. When ready to serve 
put in a deep howl, with hull ns much 
cream or top milk as colfee. 
Beat hard 


for five minutes with dover or cream 
beater. Turn into tutnhlors w'ith a lit- 
tle tthaved ice. Serve at once. Will do 
for a change from the usual. 


Iced Tea. 


This is better if made fresh and nerved 


at once. 
To save ice put only enough 


boiling water on the ten to draw out the 
required strength and flavor. Add clenr. 
cold water to the right strength. Serve 
in deep glasses half Tilled with choppcn 
ice, a lemon slice, or mint sprig. Nice 
to drink with luncheon or dinner.

There is not a 
line ofsthe costume that does not bespeak the 
latest word in sartoral art, and the hat, with its 
bridle string under the chin, fitly crowns the 
whole. The long handled sunshade is us.ed as 
a staff—a fad affected by many young women— 
and the little dog, languidly !icld in leash, 
seems almost too decorative to be.true. Those 
who are in Long Branch merely for the day 
frankly stare, some quitting the water for the 
purpose, and even the blase residents, fami- 
liar with a thousand types, take in this apothe- 
osis of the style of 1913 with narrowed eyes. 


Never has the woman who makes an art of 


her appearance at the seashore done more to 
pique the interest of her fellow bathers than 
this year. Her daring has been made the more 
conspicuous by the liberties that the year's 
fashions have permitted. How far away now 
seem those davs when captious persons made 
bitter remarks anent the female form clad in 
Btout serge bathing suits, which permitted no 
wore exposure than neatly stockinged legs} 
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For the most part these suits, with hose to. 
match, were of dark blue or black enlivened 
by a few rows of demure braid. What a sen- 
sation the first red bathing suit madei Indeed, 
any color that ventured beyond the sombre 
accepted tones was caviare to the public. 


Abbreviated and diaphanous bathing suits 


are not enough to suit some tastes'and the 
question of wearing or not wearing skirts 
has been widely agitated.

Central Park boasts of many pretty 


little lakes, but none is more populat 
than tho little shimmering body of water 
which lies beneath the knoll that forms 
the park's eastern boundary from about 
Seventieth street to a point several blocks 
north. 
Sheltered by a cluster of trees 


on its eastern bank it presents a pretty 
picture as one gazes into its limited 
depths while lounging on the waist high 
wall that skirts the park on the Fifth 
avenue side.

"misfit or t. failure in the whole damned 
fleet," to quote this Celtic old salt. 


From dawn until the shadows ot even- 


ing havo settled over the lake, and when 
the whir of crickets and croaklngs of 
frogs dominate the shrill, ecstatic cries of 
the youthful mariners, tho plank walk 
surrounding the little body of water its 
alive with men, half grown boys and 
girls and little folk in bloomers or pina- 
fores. In this vacation time the smaller 
folk predominate, and each is there either 
lo sail or navigate his own boat or else 
shout for his favorite, which some mor« 
fortunate little comrade may own. 


The lake and boat house are municipal 


institutions and both are under the super- 
vision of the Park Commissioner. 


If man, woman, boy or girl owns a boat 


and cares to sail it on this lake be or sh« 
is at liberty to do so. But should any one 
desire to house a craft in the boat house, 
then a visit to the Park Commissioner's of- 
fice is necessary. The youthful mariner fills 
out a blank stating his name, residence 
and number of boats he desires to store at 
the boat house. This done he is given a 
permit signed by Commissioner Stover, 
which he presents to Morris Fay, at the 
same time turning over to his custody 
the treasured boat. Morris, in turn, gives 
him a receipt for his boat, and then all 
formalities cease, for he 1* at liberty to 
leave his craft in the park boat house 
until November 1, when he must remove 
it so that the little house can be made 
ready for the army of skaters that will 
invade it when the red ball goes up, thus 
announcing that the ice Is strong enough 
to bear Its human buraen. 


What daily transpires about the snores 


of the little lake is best described In Mor- 
ris Fay's words:—"Sure, sir,' and w« have 
some wonderful boats here. The Sham- 
rock and the Reliance themselves would 
bave to look to their laurels could they 
but shrink to the proportions of some of 
our racers nnd meet them on even terms.

pean to reach the ancient city since the 
days of the Romans was W. G. Browne, 
nn 
Englishman, 
who rediscovered 
the 


oasis in 1702. 
Mr. Salem has brought 


hack to the United States photographs of 
the quaint old town and its many relics 


;>f antiquity. In his collection is an inter- 
esting picture of the oracle temple of 
Ammon, which was famous in the time of 
Herodotus and was consulted by Alexan- 
der the Great for help in his vast schemes 
of a world conquest. 
In striking contrast 


is a photograph of the tiny office at which 
ends the telegraph line stretched aross the 
desert from Alexandria to Siwa and built 
by the Egyptian government to enforce 
authority after the serious disturbances of 
innn. 


The man who made the perilous journey 


for .the Department of Agriculture is an 
Egyptian by birth, hut a naturalized 
American citizen. He came to this coun- 
try thirteen years ago at the age of six- 
teen. He was graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Missouri in 1005, with the degree of 
R S. A., and later took the post-graduate 
course in agriculture at the University of 
California. He was employed as an agri- 
cultural engineer in charge of a wheat 
investigation by a Sacramento manufact- 
uring company, and afterward became a 
land expert and director of nn experimen- 
tal station in Texas for a Chicago realty 
concern. His dark complexion and knowl- 
edge of Arab dialects helped to make his 
disguise effective when he began his dash 
to Siwa. 
But when be undertook the 


trip for the Department of Agriculture 
he did not know that be would have to 
brave the perils of a "holy war." The 
struggle between Turkey and Italy began 
while he was en route from New York to 
Cairo. 
The "holy war" was declared by 


the Bedouins three days before he pene- 
trated the Libyan Desert. 


Mr. Salem gives the credit for his suc- 


cess to the Egyptian coast guards, a bodj- 
of fearless 
fighters who for 
stubborn 


courage, perfect discipline and untiring 
energy he ranks ahead of the Mexican 
rurales or Canadian mounted police. This 
body of gallant troops is commanded by 
English soldiers of fortune who have be- 
come expatriates in a land of disease and 
hardships and 
who match 
their wits 


against the cunning of Bedouin hasheesh 
smugglers through sheer love of the game. 
The desert outlaws who deal in the dried 
hemp that gave the word "assassin" to the 
English language resent bitterly the ef- 
forts of the coast guards to break up their 
trade.

"The cultivation of dates is now, as It 


has always been, the all important indus- 
try of the city. The largest and prettiest 
palm gardens ure situated in the eastern 
part of the oasis and contain more thau 
eighty-seven thousand trees. The nativef 
give the greatest care and attention to tht 
production of their superb date crops. The 
female date palm blossom is pollinated 
every spring by a specialist whom the na- 
tives call a 'zakar.' He ascends each tree 
with _a cluster of male flowers and inserts 
a sprig or two in each of the clusters of 
female flowers. The male flower is distin- 
guished from the female by its color. It ia 
pure white and much larger than the 
female, blossom, which has a long stalk 
and is a delicate yellow color. 


"It has been supposed that the date palm 


was introduced into Siwa by the Arabs 
of the sixth century of the Christian era. 
But according to discoveries made a few 
years ago it has been demonstrated that 
the date palm was native to the oasis ol 
at least was known and used by the ancient 
Egyptian, Persian, Sreek and Roman 
rulers of the city. 


"The date is thh real currency of 


Siwa and the success of the crop governs 
the income of the inhabitants. 
Bedouin 


and Arab merchants come every year ia 
harvest time—September and October— 
with large caravans from different parti 
of the desert, bringing barley, sugar, tea 
and other provisions required by thi 
Siwces."

Ex-Governor Glenn, of JCorth Carolina, 


is enthusiastic about what prohibition 
has done for that state. In six years, 
under prohibition, crime has diminished 
eo that the jails are mostly empty, tho 
attendance in the schools 
has 
nearly 


doubled, and the distillers and saloons 
have been supplanted by cotton

Improved roads have been built 
where formerly there wore only hy-wnys 
North Carolina was never so prosperous 
before in ell her history. 


Wholly to rid n state of typhoid fever 


is out of the question. But the Massa- 
chusetts state board of health proves its 
aggressiveness in lending n preventive 
campaign when it rouses the local boards 
of health to .check the spread of the dis- 
ease, nnd instructs them to put certain 
regulations in force. 


Massachusetts has already n good rec- 


ord in reducing the number 01 deaths 
from the disease, having cut them with 
almost unvarying regularity from 80 per 
100,000 in the early seventies to 2B in 
1805, to lO.o in 1002 nnd H.S in 1011. 


Allowance must he mnde for the gain 


in modern methods of treating typhoid, 
but still more progress has been made 
in tracing the source of infection and 
checking its spread. Promptness in re- 
porting any development is of the .first 
value. 
Rigid precautions to prevent its 


enlarging the vicious circle through ty- 
phoid "carriers" for the second cordon 
of sanitation. Tho milk and water sup- 
plies always require sharp scrutiny.—

TRAINMEN MUST WOT DRINK. 


Tho Lackawanna railroad issued re- 


cently a now rule -gainst tho use of In- 
toxicants hy tho men who run the com- 
pany's trains. The old rule against drink- 
ing while on duty is extended to cover 
nil the time of the men. Ticy arc en- 
joined to use their time off duty to ob- 
tain rest, and they are prohibited from 
spending their time In any way that 
might unfit them for service.

an extreme course, but it rests assured 
that public sentiment will support its 
position, in view of the great risks in- 
volved."

Judging from the amount of space

Wheat is and always will be the 


standard bread cereal. It requires 
about n4ne to ten months to seed, 
grow, harvest and thresh a crop of 
wheat. It costs the farmer on the 
average between $12 and $18 an acre 
to produce and market wheat. From 
1900 to 1909 Indiana produced on an 
average of 14.2 bushels of wheat to 
tho acre, which sold for an average of 
S4 cents per bushel. In other words 
the average acre of wheat produced 
during this ten-year period was worth 
$11.98 or less than enough to cover 
lha cost of production. This doesn't 
look like the wheat grower* are re- 
iponsible for much of the present high 
Wit of living.

Remedy. — As already Intimated, 


there is no easy way of getting rid 
of this Insect when it has once gob 
ten a foothold In the house. This 1* 
especially true in houses where cap- 
pets are generally used, as these make 
a fine hiding place for the beetle*. 
The carpets must be taken up, thor- 
oughly dusted and hung on a line and 
sprayed with benzine or gasoline; the 
floors treated to hot water, and. If 
there Is no fire in the house, the 
cracks In the floor and baseboards 
may be treated with benzine or 
gasoline. As this soon evaporates, 
there will be no danger after the 
rooms have been given a good airing, 
Tarred roofing paper put on the floor 
when the carpet is put down will have 
a deterrent effect upon the beetle. In 
case the larvae are discovered soon 
after they have begun work, In patches 
here and there, they may be killed by 
spreading a wet sheet over the infest- 
ed spot, and then ironing this with • 
hot iron. The steam thus generated 
will destroy the larvae. Where hard- 
wood floors are used, and rugs are 
made to serve the place of earpets.
